Hope for peaceful settlem ent of the 
dispute between China 
and 
Russia 
increased in world capitals today as 
the hours passed without definite re­ 
port of serious aggression on either 
side, 
The situation along the border be­ 
tween Manchuria and Soviet territory 
continued dangerous, however, 
with 
troops of both nations m assing against 
attack. 
Neither side apparently had 
opened hostilities, and reports of in­ 
vasion and other aggressive acts war* 
not confirmed.

AT LAST CONQUERED 


Yaqui* of Mexico Finally 
Accept Fate. 


Mexico City.—Mexico’s fiercest w ar 
rlors, the Yoquis, have a t last agreed 
to be commanded .by non-Yaqui lead 
era. For 400 years-^-300 under Spanish 
rule, IOO under Mexican—the Yaquia 
m aintained their independence, refus­ 
ing to be conquered. Beaten at the 
end by the government, with their 
country In ruins, they now go one step 
fu rth er in becoming Mexicanlzed by 
th eir acceptance of a “.'orelgn” coin 
(Dander. 
F our hundred Yaqui soldiers are at 
P ort Perote, a m ountain near Orizaba, 
In the state of Vera Cruz. This is the 
group which for the ffrst tim e in his­ 
tory has subm itted to Va vt z a non- 
Indian leader. The w ar office's nu 
nouncem ent of a change Id the organi­ 
zation of this Ynqui force was regard 
ed as signifying the disappearance of 
Taquis as separate units. 
H ereafter 
they will be p art of the army. Colonel 
E nrique Morfln Figueroa has been as­ 
signed R) the group under the new 
arrangem ent. 
Manso Conqueror of Yaquis. 
The actual couqueror ~>f the Yaquis 
w as Gen. Francisco Manzo, oue of 
th e leaders of the present rebellion 
who recently crossed the United Stares 
border a t Nogales lo escape falling into 
federal hands. T he Manzo campaign 
against the Yaquis, •ndertaken three 
years ago, w as organized with 13,(KIO 
troops and equipm ent which Included 
nine airplanes. 
At th a t tim e the Ynquls controlled 
a region extending IOO Julies north of 
Guuymas, In Sonora, and which in­ 
cluded some of the best lands in Hie 
republic. 
The stretch under Ynqui 
ow nership extended along the YaquJ 
river vulley in a district larger thud 
the Imperial valley of California and 
with w ater resources three times as 
great us those of the im perial valley. 
Today the only Yaqui country left in 
Yaqui power ta In the B ecam e moun­ 
tains. But the power is small. All the 
w arriors are gone or killed. 
Women 
and children aud old men predom inate 
in the last citadel. 
As Ip the present revolution, tile 
rebel Indians th Yaquilapd lost their 
fight partly through Hie government s 
use of the moat modern arm of w ar— 
tile airplane. The ulna pinnas I hut 
Mnuzo had on his front Hew. c o n ­ 
stantly over Yuqui territory ho'iuhipg 
and spreading terror. 
The federal 
planes drove the inhabitants of Baca- 
tele, the capital, into the m ountains 
and finally destroyed it. 
Plans* Aldsd In Conquest. 
Ammunition ran low after the war 
had 
raged 
Incessantly 
for 
many 
months, the plane raids continued un­ 
ceasingly, ant) finally, cut off from the 
world and beleaguered from the ulr, 
the Yaquis surrendered. 
Their sur­ 
render, however, was conditional. They 
agreed to take service In the Mexican 
arm y provided their own chief, Gen­ 
eral Ignacio Mort, should he perm itted 
to continue as their head. 
Their liberty curtailed tty the rigid 
dlselpline of the army, tile Yaquis wfere 
n ot 
always good soldiers, although 
their valor In fighting was unques­ 
tioned. 
The group at Perote was for 
this reuson perhaps little better off 
titan prisoners. 
The 
Yaquis 
still 
preserve 
their 
ancient 
language 
and 
customs. 
Al­ 
though they ure Christians. In cont 
moo with of lier Indian tribes of Mex­ 
ico, they have mixed the sym bol? of 
Catholicism with tile signs of the old 
gods 
While the Mexican government bait 
to all but exterm inate them In otih-i 
to pacify them, It seems likely tim ' 
the Yaqui fighting tradition which bas 
existed for 4(io years will continue lo 
Mexican memory at least for a loo 
time lo come.

A lot narrow er than this does not

distance between 
buildings, and cuts off the necessary 
am ount of air and light. 
A reason 
able space is also necessary in order 
to guard against spread of fire from 
one building to another. 
A lot that 
Is too narrow necessitates a certain 
type of 
house—one that is long and 
narrow, 
and tills is not usually the 
most attractive style. 
On tile other hand, a lot that is too 
wide is a source of unnecessary labor 
and expense. 
There will he more tor 
race or curb lawn to care for and a 
longer expause of sidewalk to build 
and keep clean. 
The assessm ent for 
street Jmproveraebts is also estim ated 
from the number of feet frontage, 
A lot should not be selected that Is 
too shallow for a few outbuildings, a 
clothes yard and a small space for 
vegetables or flowers. 
The buyer of a 
lot should always bear in mind the 
possibility of some day selling, and 
should select a .site which will appear 
attractive 
to 
others. 
If 
possible, 
choose a lot with some shade t/ees 
on It, but do not ii ink** the 'lid-take 
of buying quick*-grow lug treejt' which 
will afterw ard prove a nuisance’ 
Be careful to select a lot. on ‘ the 
moat favorable side o f the street. • Nu- 
Hee w hether the morning or the after­ 
noon sun will shine In fir*? 
rooms 
w here you most desire it or vibe versa. 
Will yoilr front porch be cool kl the 
afternoons; will your sleeping rooms 
have a good sweep of air? 
Notice, too, w hether factories or ob­ 
jectionable buildings are likely, in fu­ 
ture, to be erected near enough to de 
p red a te the value of your property. 
Many cities now have a system of 
zoning legislation which protects prop­ 
erty owners from da mage to property 
through the location of undesirable 
buildings.

much air travel of the future to this city. 
B ra in e rd ’.* proximity to the lake resorts and lake region will, 
as it has done in the ease of the automobile, d raw the airplane and 
its pleasure and recreation seekers to this territory. 
With a regulation landing field at Brainerd for land planes 
and Lum park at Rice Ike for seaplanes, B rainerd is now well pro­ 
vided to cater to air travel.

Treat ut (J “Front I h i t s ” 


B e lie v in g that an ounce1 of prevention is worth a poun d of 
cure, the Minnesota Highway department this sum m er is giving 
special treatm ent lo a num ber of short stretches of trunk highway 
to prevent frost boils oecuring next spring. 
The total length of 
highway being treated is only about tem miles, but it is scattered 
all over the state and if successful, as the department hopes, it will 
leave several hundred miles of highway passable next spring which 
were blocked by frost boils last spring. 
Frost boils are caused by soil which becomes unstable when 
excess moisture is present. 
They occur only where there is clay. 
F ro st boils in sandy regions have been found only where there is a 
pocket of clay in the subgrade. 
When the frost has gone out of 
the ground 18 to 21 inches and there is excess moisture which can­ 
not find an outlet through the frost underneath, heavy traffic will 
quickly churn the clay and water into an impassable mess. 
f rost 
boils do not occur on roads with very light traffic. 
Attem pts to cure frost boils a fte r they break out have usual­ 
ly proven either very expensive or unsuccessful. 
Sometimes large 
amounts of gravel or cinders make the road passable, sometimes 
they only make m atters worse. 
T haw ing the subgrade with steam 
to furnish an outlet for the w ater has been tried, but this aud oili­ 
er special devices are expensive and not always successful. 
D uring the last two or three years, the Minnesota Highway 
department, the F. S. Bureau of Public Roads and several other 
state highway departm ents have studied road soils anti experi­ 
mented with cures. 
Last sum m er the Minnesota Highway d e p a rt­ 
ment treated several short stretches which had been impassable 
in the spring of 1928. 
This year these stretches remained passa­ 
ble through the spring break-up. A larger num ber are being tre a t­ 
ed this year, but due to the necessity of budgeting m aintenance 
funds for many needs, funds are not available to treat all roads 
affected with frost boils. 
More of this work will he done in UKK). 
Frost boil prevention work requires either special drainage, 
reinforcement of the sub-grade, or a combination of the two. 
In 
some cases tiling alone is used. At other places trenches in the cen­ 
ter of the roan are excavated and filled with rock. A third method 
is to cut a depression in the center of the road with a tractor and 
heavy blade grader, back till with gravel and replace the old su r­ 
face material. 
rl he method used depends on the n a tu re of the sub­ 
grade and the material available in the vicinity.

“No man can deny to any other m an the right to advocate the 
repeal of any law he thinks unwise. 
But I deny any m a n ’s-right 
to violate any law and then use his own violations as evidence that 
it cannot be enforced.” 
Our laws, our constitutions, our whole body of governm ent, 
are not self-operating machines. 
They have only the force given 
them by current opinion.
